Crino, says Arok, was always uppermost in the national coach’s 
calculations. He skipped most of the June series because of 
work commitments but took part in the end-of-season national 
team teur which proved most profitable for his World Cup 
chances.

old widow with a young son, on 
a bus trip to Rio a few months 
after that game. A year passed 
before they met again at a 
dance festival, but they soon 
were ins€parable 

Roberto’s family was bit- 
terly opposed to the relat- 
ionship, so much so that his 
father almost came to blows 
with Jurema’s brother at a 
gamé soon after the couple had 
run off to get married 

Roberto went home in dis- 
tress and took too many sleep- 
ing pills. He was rushed to hos- 
pital for emergency treat- 
ment, but insisted later: “It 
wasn’t a suicide attempt. I 
just wasn’t getting any sleep 
because of the upset. I wanted 
a long rest — just to get a 
break from the world for a few 
hours.” 

Time gradually healed those 
family wounds. And Jurema 
became more than a wife, she 
became Roberto’s business 
manager too. That a woman 
should break through into a 
position of influence in male- 
dominated Brazilian football 
was not always appreciated. 

Critics spread whispering 
campaigns that it was her ‘‘su- 
pernatural’’ powers which led 
to Roberto being called up for 
the 1978 and 1982 World Cup 
finals squads at the last min- 
ute, each time because of in- 
juries first to Nunes, then to 
Careca. 

Then, in 1983, Jurema fell ill 
with kidney trouble. Roberto 
went into temporary retire- 
ment to look after her, then

St Mary’s — Penrith’s home 
ground — I thought I'd dis- 
covered an elusive piece of 
truth: Penrith has no chance 


@ Match assignments took me to 
Penrith and Blacktown on two 
recent Sundays. This is the story of 





of surviving precisely because 
it is based in a rural area. 

The 350 or so wildly en- 
thusiastic spectators sunning 
themselves in that pastoral 
tranquility seemed to confirm 
this. 

People who live in big 
cottages, hundreds of metres 
from one another, often separ- 
ated by small ranches, grazing 
cows and sheep with a con- 
fused look, well, they are 
farmers, not soccer fans. 

That much for Penrith, I 
thought. 

Blacktown is different; 
Blacktown is working class, 
industrial and dense, perfect 
as a football-supporting area. 

There can be little else in 
Blacktown to do; there are no 
St Kildas or Double Bays with 
boutiques, espressos, girls in 
leather pants and no seaside 
corsos. 

Yet, the people of Black- 
town don’t go to soccer either; 
about 500 turned up to sce ‘exo- 
tic’ Newcastle. 

So there goes my theory 
about rural areas and working 
class suburbs... 

But, perhaps, there is a 
common denominator in alt 
this. Both Penrith and Black- 
town are so-called ‘district’ 
clubs, leftovers from our 
soccer past when ethnic clubs 
didn’t exist or if they did, had 
to be hidden behind phony 
names for the sake of Anglo- 
Saxon propriety. 

Cook Park is in a truly 
pleasant, picturesque setting. 
Some friends who'd been there 
earlier with their various 
teams had ‘warned’ me about 
that ‘dump’ in the middle of 
nowhere. 

Malicious distortion of 
facts, that is. 

St Mary’s or at least the 
part where Cook Park lies is 
pretty, green and tree-lined. 
The ground itself is a cross be- 
tween Marconi Stadium (wi- 
thout the club house and 
grandstand) and Englefield, 
Dural (with more open space 
added). Facilities are fair for 
players, spectators and offi- 
cials, 

True, it’s a long way from 
Sydney; from the North Shore 
it took me 60 minutes of driv- 
ing both ways. Another 20 
minutes or so and I would have 
been in the Blue Mountains. 

Blacktown isn’t much closer 
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neighbours, exactly 36 kilo- 
metres from Chatswood or 
about 50 km from Sydney, give 
or take one for shortcuts. 

The area and the ground are 
not quite as picturesque as at 
Cook’s Park but have slightly 
more amenities and facilities, 
such as a big social club 
nearby and a row of benches at 
the ground. Both grounds have 
parking for more cars than 
they will ever need. 

What struck me forcibly is 
that neither venue has any true 
soccer ‘atmosphere.’ They 
both remind you of a village 
ground somewhere in Europe 
where amateurs muck around 
for the love of the game, 
watched by their families. 

At both grounds there were 
quite a few women with babies 
in strollers; families spraw- 
ling on a rug in the grass, 
having a pleasant picnic; life- 
like replicas of a Renoir paint- 
ing. 

That’s all very lovely — but 
not at football grounds. You 
don’t see it — or miss it — at 
Nou Camp, San Siro, Vol- 
kspark or anywhere else 
where serious football is 
played; there it’s pushing 
crowds, mildly controlled ag- 
gression, noise, color, football 
fever — a tribal war in the 
making. 

Soccer, despite what the 
poor Americans had thought 
before they went broke, isn’t a 
family entertainment. 
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Both St Mary’s and Black- 
town permeate an atmosphere 
which takes you back, without 
nostalgia, to the 1950s when all 
Sydney grounds were like 
that: Canterbury, Bankstown, 
Auburn, Gladesville, the lot. 


What’s worse, neither team 
has any support to speak of; 
there are no ardent Penrith 
and Blacktown supporters, no 
chants, no nervous tension off 
the field. Nobody is prepared 
to brawl for his team; perhaps 
they should consider importing 
those hundreds of passionate 
British ‘fans’ who are banned 
by their clubs there for rowdi- 
ness... 


At Blacktown an ‘atmosphe- 
re’ is meant to be created with 
the presence of eight little 
marching girls who don’t even 
march but prance around with 
oversize pompoms; it’s all 
very awkward and embarras- 
sing to watch them move 
around mutely, without music, 
only to a whistle, like sheepdog 
at obedience trials. 

That sort of promotion — 
performed without even the 
slightest recognition or ap- 
plause from the ‘crowd’ — is 
better dropped and I mean no- 
disrespect to the lovely young 
ladies, their families or the 
club’s highly honorable in- 
tentions. Please don’t ring me 
about this. 

Now, for the teams. 

Under conditions like these,

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in a ‘family’ atmosphere, it 
would be a miracle to produce 
a really top team. Frankly, I 
‘doubt if either club is ambi- 
tious enough to do it- 

Both, I somehow suspect, 
harbor some old resentment 
against ethnic clubs — Black- 
town more openly than Penrith 
— not willing to concede that a 
major soccer league with 24 
Penriths and Blacktowns 
would be deadly dull, a promo- 
ter’s nightmare. 

The question is: is there 
room for such outlying district 
clubs, is there a future for 
them, can they survive? 

Personally, I seriously 
doubt that Penrith will be with 
us for very much longer in the 
NSL. Without steady support 
from either an ethnic group or 
a profitable social club, they 
will find it impossible to main- 
tain a semi-pro setup. 

A pity, in a way, but almost 
unavoidable, unless they can 
drastically and quickly rede- 
sign their circumstances. 

Blacktown can go on much 
longer — as long as the club 
membership feels it’s worth it 
and is prepared to take almost 
every spare penny from the 
social club and kick it towards 
soccer. 

Frankly, my view is they 
would be infinitely better off in 
the State League. But it’s not 
my decision. 

Neither team can have any 
genuine aspirations for 
success on the field. 

Both will score some ‘shock’ 
wins, like Penrith’s over the 
Slickers but neither will dazzie 
us with their brand of soccer. 
They are honest, hard-work- 
ing, tradesman-like teams; 
piano removalists rather than 
piano players. . 

If we did have a National 
League of continental propor- 
tions — at least the type that 
existed in 1977-83 — neither 
Penrith nor Blacktown would 
be able to survive in it. 

With this divided, pseudo- 
national set up (what's nation- 
al about the Sydney division 
without one interstate team in 
it?) both can achieve some 
sort of a middle class status 
and survive just as leng as the 
league does. 

Which, of course, is another 
story altogether ...

Potentially Croatia is the greatest crowd-pulling

Its supporters have not always come through the 
turnstiles in droves the way they have this year. 
Success in the State League was not sufficient. The 
crowd was not particularly interested in cheering the 
champions, because champions are special only at the 
very top of the football tree — the National League. 


As the ‘85 season started it looked like Croatia again 
would struggle to achieve parity with the best. 


Vedran Rozic, Croatia's costly import, was side- 
lined because of an administrative mix-up between 
the Yugoslav Football Association and his former 
club, Hajduk split = 


Croatia was beaten by Wollongong in the Cup and in 
the League and in between was lucky to get a draw in 
the dying seconds against Marconi at the Croatian 
Sports Centre. 

Then Lady Luck finally decided to smile. 

Rozic received his clearance through the ASF and 
was slotted back into the side. A reshuffling took 
place and some expensive players who had been re- 
cruited locally in 1984 were given the go-ahead to look 
for alternative employment. 

Success came almost overnight with some scintilla- 
ting performances from the tri-colors Newcastle, 
mighty Hakoah, resolute St George-Budapest and en- 
thusiastic Inter-Monaro were unable to prevent four 
successive wins by Croatia. 

Has all this been a Sign of things to come? Has 
Croatia found that magic touch which makes 
champions? Rozic, still seething from that long ab- 
sence from the Park, feels it could be the year of 
Croatia. 

“We are getting there. A lot of things had to change 
in order to create a successful side. At present our 
results are good but we still have a long way to go,’ he 
said. 


Zarko Odzakov and Jim Patikas are two 
players who have contributed a [ot to Croatia’s 
success. Do you think that their part in this 
year’s competition will be sufficient to see you 
win the title? 

ROZIC: Both players have a lot to contribute yet. 
Odzakov is a complete player but it will take him an- 
other four to six weeks to attain full physical fitness. 
Patikas has a lot to give but he also hasn’t to date 
given half as much as I think he can His starting 
speed is immense; his general speed is a tremendous 
asset and let’s not forget he has a very good shot with 
eithr foot. But he is still so young, and his enthusiasm 
gets the better of him. He wants to shoot hard all the 
time. Sometimes it is better to chip or place your shot 
rather than hit the ball with all your might. But Iam 
pleased with him. He learns fast. 


Q. Does Patikas fit in with your style of play? 
ROZIC: Aplayer fits into any style of play if there 
is a position which suits his style. You cannot make a 
left striker out of a goalkeeper and in that sense 
Patikas has found his new role with our team suitable 
to his abilities. His further development also depends 
on the satisfaction he gets out of playing. Con- 
sequently, if he is playing to his capacity and devel- 
oping, then he will be happy to continue to progress. In 
turn Croaia will benefit.

Q. Last year was not so entertaining. How 
do you intend to change it all in ‘85? 

ROZIC: We must go back to the basics. I did not 
have the players to perform creative, entertaining 
football. With the introduction of Odzakoy and Patikas 
things have changed. We played a lot of high balls into 
the area last year, looking for Graham Arnold, That 
has changed because we now have the players to 
aed a new concept. Speed of movement is essen- 
tial. : 


Q. Do you intend to speed up the game as 
they do in England? 

ROZIC: The speed in England is enormous, but con- 
stant. Hence the element of surprise is lost. Game | 
speed must vary to keep the opponent guessing. What 
we must succeed at is speed of movement with the 
ball. Carrying the ball for too long must be eradicated 
if we want to get into shooting positions within three 
or four seconds.”’ 

Q. Croatia’s supporters are among the most 
vocal in the NSL. What is their contribution to 
your success? 

ROZIC: To be successful you must have strong sup- 
port. To be able to play attractive soccer, full of en- 
thusiasm, fire and energy a large crowd is essential. 
Terraces full to the hilt offer prompt creativity. Our 
supporters are certainly a good tonic for our players. 
By the same token our players must learn to play 
before a hostile crowd — the one which is going to 
barrack for the other side. I have played before 90,000 
or 100,000 crowds and I know how it feels but for some 
of my players even a crowd of 10,000 could be trauma- 
tic. 


Q. it is being suggested that at Croatia the 
administration gets involved in “coaching”, 
hence so many coaching changes at Croatia. 
Do you have a free choice of players as well as 
selection? 

ROZIC: It is the condition of every professional 
that he be left alone in his choice of players and play. 
If you can’t afford the players at least you will be able 
to choose, free of any interference, any line-up you 
like. I certainly have all the freedom I want with team 
selection at Croatia. 


Q. Are you contracted to Croatia for the 
duration of your stay in Australia? 

ROZIC: 1 am contracted to Croatia at present and I 
have long-term plans with the youth of the club. How- 
ever, I did not come to Australia on a one or two-year 
contract. I have migrated with my family and we 
intend to make our home here. As for my long-term 
involvement, I believe one should choose a club and 
Stay with it. That is the only way the club can succeed 
in the long run. 


Q. Do you already have a youth policy at the 
club? - 
ROZIC: Buying players year after year is ex- 
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pensive, Most successful clubs throughout the world 
have their own nurseries. Very few clubs have the 
ability to pay astronomical transfer fees for class 
players but the clubs that do generally are successful. 
We have drafted Zdenko Kafka to coach our youth 
team and watch out for any outstanding player who 
could provide us with long-term stability and depth in 
the ranks. Zdenko is a competent coach. It is to be 
hoped that in a few years his efforts produce players 
our senior team can use.

Thomson hits 
back at Juve

Adelaide City Juventus coach Edmund 
Kreft’s comments in last week’s ‘“Soccer Ac- 
tion’’ regarding the ‘‘David Mitchell affair’’ 
were slammed in scathing terms by Eddie 


Thomson this week. 


The Sydney City Hakoah 
coach-manager responded to 
Kreft’s claims that Hakoah 
should not be in the NSL by is- 
suing a challenge to Kreft. 

“Tam willing to bet that by 

the time this season ends 
Hakoah will have had more 
spectators watching its 22 
matches than Juventus. Just 
about all the teams draw their 
best gates when they play us 
and if we dropped out of the 
NSL a lot of clubs would be 
short of considerable sums of 
money,’ Thomson sai¢. 
As for Kreft’s accusation 
that Hakoah ‘‘buys’’ 
championships, Thomson des- 
cribed it as “‘rubbish,”’ point- 
ing to his club’s outstanding 
record of developing young- 
sters from its minor grades. 


“When Adelaide Juvefitus 
produces six international 
players for Australia at.the 
one time, then they will be en- 
titled to comment, but I can't 
recall the last one of their 
players to play for the Socce- 
roos. 


“Incidentally, we did not 
call Kreft’s club a bunch of 
sharks when they charged us a 
$35,000 transfer fee for Mit- 
chell a few years back. What’s 
more, we paid in full and up 
front,” the irate Thomson 
said. 


He also pointed out that 
Hakoah was quite willing to let 
Mitchell go for $20,000, consid- 
erably below what he cost the 
club, when the winger wished 
to try his luck in Scotland. This 
was done in spite of an ap- 
proach for Mitchell's services 
at the time from Sydney Olym- 
pic, which ‘‘would have netted 
Hakoah a much larger sum’’. 


Mitchell was released on 
condition that on his return to 
Australia he reverts to Hakoah 
and gets his $20,000 back. 


“When word of Mitchell's 
return to Australia reached us 
it was only in the context of 
coming home for a three- 
month guest appearance with 
Juventus, which was okay with 
us. Then we got word of a two- 
year contract and a $70,000 
home as the actual terms for 
his return. 


“In other words, Kreft’s 
club was offering our money to 
Mitchell to buy his services. 


“We don't need Adelaide 
City to teach us ethics, espe- 
cially after the incident a 
couple of seasons ago over 
their defender Nei! Banfield. 


“The Juventus president 
started lodging complaints and 
crying foul over an alleged ap- 
proach by me to Banfield, 
which was totally untrue. I 
suggested that they get Ban- 
field on the phone with his 
club's officials on another ex- 
tension, which would have 
cleared matters up quick 
smart. To no-one’s surprise 
my offer was declined, so I 
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tures about manners from 
them,"’ Thomson said 

In closing he pointed out 
that to defuse the situation he 
was quite happy to allow Mit- 
chell to join Juventus on loan 
till season's ‘end: for around 
$3000, allowing the South Aus- 
tralians to decide whether 
they wish to acquire his ser- 
vices outright for 1986.

Murray had offers of other coach- 
ing jobs before taking over at Make- 
donia last November, the most con- 
crete being the youth team job offer- 
ed to him by South Melbourne Hellas 
last year 

“That offer was handled so badly 
that I decided that tt wasn’t worth 
pursuing. But the way in which Pre- 
ston Makedonia went about their 
business made their offer too good to 
pass up. If !had knocked them back, 
I might not have got a chance like 
that again. 

‘What appealed to me about their 
offer was the quality of the players

Bringing the world back home 


J 
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That’s been obvious from some of 
Ilioski’s displays this season, and he 
seems to be realising his enormous po- 
tential and finally establishing himself 
at Makedonia as the class player he is. 

It’s taken time to erase the bitter 
memory of the way Footscray 
J.U.S.T. dumped him in 1983. 

[lioski was born in Macedonia and 
came to Australia in 1970. He immedi- 
ately joined J.U-S.T. and along with 
good friend Mendo Ristovski and Joe 
Picioane, became one of the stars of 
the future at J-U.S.T. under coach 
Cedo Cirkovic, a father figure to the 
trio. 

When J.U.S.T. transfer-listed Iioski 
for $23,000, he was heartbroken. 

The club stripped him of the 
captaincy and a week later put him on 
the market after he had failed to come 
to terms over a new. contract. The feud 
between llioski and some J.U.S.T. 
committeemen of that era was bitter. 

Peter Ollerton coached Ilioski at 
Madedonia until Ollerton left_and 
joined Croydon in the Victorian State 
League Jast year. 

Tlioski and Makedonia didn't have a 
great year in 1984. The team was ex- 
pected to at least finish in the final 
five and contest the conference finals. 
Instead it finished sixth. 


Phillips 


“We were going along okay until 
that break in the middle of the season 
for the World Series tournament. I 
think that that hurt us a lot because we 
Struggled to win games after the 
break. It was a very disappointing 
year for all the players, fans and offi- 
cials at Makedonia but that’s behind 
us now and things are going our way at 
last.” 


lioski and his team mates won't be 
taking National Cup final opponent, 
Sydney Olympic, lightly, but Ilioski 
‘claims that Olympic is not as good as 
it was last year. 


-‘They still are a good team, but not 
as good as they were last season. In- 
juries haven't helped and losing 
players also has been a problem for 
Olympic. When I saw them playing 
last year they really impressed me be- 
cause they were a true football team 
— they showed a lot of skill and run- 
ning. They seem to be a bit down on 
these factors this year. They just don’t 
seem to be quite as good to me.” 


Ilioski works as a meat inspector in 
South Melbourne. No doubt he’ll be 
hoping that he'll be inspecting a few 
Olympic carcasses after the final. 


riding a 


wave of success 


if Gary Phillips scores the 
winning goal for Olympic in 
the Nationa! Cup final it'll 
be almost as big a buzz as 
getting a tube at the Pipe- 
line or Sunset in Hawaii. 


“Yeah, I guess getting a tube is the 
greatest thrill any surfer can get. I 
mean, it's the one time when you're 
really in control of the wave, rather than 
having the wave controlling you,” said 
the 21-year-old midfielder. 

“I get a buzz out of soccer too, of 
course. I scored twice and sent over the 
cross for our winner against Newcastle 
in last week’s semi and that was a real 
thrill for me because we got out of jail in 
a big way in that game.” 

Surfing monstrous Hawaiian waves 
takes ability, guts and unshakeable self- 
confidence — qualities which also are 
part of the make-up of fine soccer play- 
ers. These qualities have emerged in 
Phillips the soccer player over the past 
couple of years. Phillips the surfer has 
displayed such qualities for quite a few 
years, having won al! the major contests 
at Coffs Harbour, and is preparing to 
take a crack at the Coffs Harbour Class- 
ic in June, Australia’s richest amateur 
contest. However, his thoughts right 
now are on the final and he doesn't give 
Preston Makedonia much chance 

“I've played against Gordon Flavell 
and Zoran Ilioski before in midfield. Fla- 
vell's just a hard player. L don’t rate him 
highly but I respect his ability to win the 
ball. ilieski likes to take blokes on. 

“We'll probably play man-to-man 
against them. We’ll pick out their best 
players, then pick them up throughout 
the game. That’s how we'll beat them. 

“I'm very, very confident about win- 
ning this match. A team like Makedonia 
will push us a bit but we'll have too 
much for them on the day Soper’s the 
man who can win it for us. Our speed, 
our ability to close them down quickly 
and to support our team mates, will be 
deciding factors.”’ 

Phillips is just as straightforward and 
forthright when asked to describe him- 
self as a player. 

“J always try to give 100 percent, al- 
ways. I hate individuals. I like flair, 
sure, but you’ve got to be a team man 
too, My strengths are my vision and my 
distribution and I rarely lose a tackle. 
I’m not that quick and I’ve got to im- 
prove there and I had a problem earlier 
in my NSL career in that I was playing 
the ball too early but now, if need be, 
I’m prepared to hang on to it a bit.” 

This is the best start Phillips has had 
to an NSL season and his good form is 
due to the way he's reacted to having the 
vice-captaincy given to him and to the 
faith coach Manfred Schaefer has shown 
in him 

“Manfred's confidence certainly has 
brought out the best in me and I'm reli- 
shing the responsibility of being vice- 
captain. I thrive on pressure, always 
have, though I guess I've got a lot freer 
role this year. I think Manfred saw me 
as the guy to take on Jimmy Patikas’s 
role and that suits me fine. It allows me 
to use what skills I have." 

Phillips was born in Bankstown and 
played with its: nursery side for three 
years before moving to Sawtell, just out- 
side Coffs Harbour, when he was nine. 
He represented Northern NSW at under 
14, 15, 16 and youth levels, and made his 
senior debut with Coffs Harbour in the 
Northern NSW State League when he 
was 15. . 

He toured the US with the Northern 
NSW under i6s for a month, losing just 
one of 14 games against State and club 
sides. Newcastle Rosebud’s Bernard 
Kerby was a team mate of Phillips’ in 
the under 16s, as was Chris McPherson

of Brisbane Lions. There were many 
fine players in that squad but most have 
dropped out of soccer. 

“T guess it’s a problem that occurs all 
over Australia. There were a lot of guys 
in that squad who [ thought would really 
make it big but I guess they just devel- 
oped other interests and gave the game 
away."' 

John Holland, Phillips's stepfather, 
gave him great support throughout his 
junior career, driving the youngster 
every weekend from Sawtell to New- 
castle to train with Northern NSW 
junior representative sides, a return trip 
of 400 kilometres! 

“We'd go to Newcastle on Saturdays 
and return on Sundays. I rarely went to 
school on Mondays after those trips, I 
was So tired.” 

Holland’s persistence paid off when 
Ljubo Gojkovic, then coaching Olym- 
pic’s youth team, watched Phillips play 
in a trial game for the NSW schoolboys 
in 1981. Gojkovic gave Phillips his phone 
number and three months later the 
youngster, who had represented Aust- 
ralia three times at schoolboy level, 
rang Gojkovic and decided to move to 
Sydney. 

Phillips’ first game for Olympic was a 
youth match against Newcastle in 1982. 
Doug Collins was coaching Olympic then 
and after watching that match, elevated 
Phillips to the senior squad. A few 
weeks later, Phillips made his NSL 
debut against Sydney City Hakoah 

Doug Collins was a very good coach. 
He believed a Jot in individual skill and 
he gave me my chance. He helped me 
establish myself at Olympic and it was 
through his direct intervention that 
Olympic paid Coffs Harbor $500 for my 
transfer. I think that I was the first 
junior Olympic paid a transfer fee for." 

Tommy Docherty coached Olympic in 
1983, then Schaefer took over. 

“Just let’s say that Docherty believed 
in having a good time. He was out to 
enjoy his football, but to be honest, I 
didn't learn a thing under him. 

“Manfred (Schaefer) put me on the 
bench for about six weeks last year. We 
were having a bad run and something 
had to be done. As it turned out, I was 
the guy who was dropped and during that 
time the team won, so the move was 
beneficial to the club. Later in the 
season Patikas got injured and I got my 
chance again. I've never looked back 
since.”’ 

Without wishing to hurt the sensi- 
tivities of members of Australia’s liter- 
ati who read ‘Soccer ACtion’’, I guess 
you could say that if Olympic wins the 
National Cup, Phillips will be riding on 
the crest of a wave

Di Stefano still the kin 


As Alfredo Di Stefano guides the fortunes of Boca 
Juniors in Argentina, he follows closely the con- 
cluding stages of the European Cup, content in the 
knowledge that no-one is anywhere near breaking 
the record he set while centre forward of Real Madr- 


id. 

The‘‘Saeta Rubia” (blond arrow) 
of the fifties and sixties, scored 49 
goals in European Cup games, while 
the top scoring European Cup for- 
ward of the present generation, 
Carlos Santillana of Real Madrid, 
has only 20 

DiStefano was born in Buenos 
Aires in 1926, played for River Plate 
(1945, 1947-49), and Huracan (1946) 
in Argentina, Millionarios (1949-52) 
in Colombia and Real Madrid (1953- 
64) and Espanol de Barcelona (1964- 
65) in Spain. 

He also played international 
matches for both Argentina and 
Spain, and according to the record 
books, he played 1,125 games and 
scored 819 goals. 

Now he’s back.at Boca Juniors as 
coach — a post he held previously, in

Argentina 


Bloodshed and chaos at 
recent soccer matches 
prompted the Argentine 
Senate to pass a bill pro- 
viding strict penalties for 
violent or rowdy specta- 
tors. 

Prison terms of up to six 
years could be ordered for fans 
caught carrying firearms, kni- 
ves, bombs or other dangerous 
weapons under the legislation. 

Fans who use referee-style 
whistles to confuse players, 
who insult or rough up other 
spectators, or who try to incite 
stampedes would face up to 15 
days in jail and would be 
barred from as many as 30 
matches. 

At game time they would 
have to report at the local 
Police station and remain 
there until play ended. 

Shootings, .knifings and 
other violence by bands of 
hard-core, trouble-making 
fans that follow most major 
teams have been on the in- 
crease in Argentina. 

In recent riots a teenager 
was shot dead, at least 50 
others were injured and more 
than 500 arrested. Officials 
were forced to stop play and 
police hurled tear-gas gre- 
nades to scatter the crowds,

‘Dad never forced me to 
choose soccer, but I think that 
with my Italian background 
and with the talk always being 
about soccer it was inevitable 
that I would take up the game. 

“Actually, dad didn’t want 
me to start playing too early, 
because in Europe they don’t 
Start competition until about 
12 or so. 

“At my school, J always was 
arguing with teachers who 
tried to make me switch to 
League, but I would have noth- 
ing of it.”” 

Colagiuri’s parents came 
here as teenagers and as a re- 
sult, he can understand Italian 
but claims he is not fluent. 

He started his’ representa- 
tive soccer in the St George 
District, living in Lugarno, 
and from under 8 to under 15 
played with St George. 

He then spent three years 





with the now defunct Arncliffe 
Scots, progressing into third 
grade. 

“T came back to St George 
when Frank Arok returned to 
the club,” he said. 

“I didn’t purposely come 
back because he did, it was 
just coincidence.” 

But Colagiuri had little luck 
with St George. 

‘“When he won the 
championship, I was top 
scorer in the second team, and 
seemed to be making a bid for 
the first team. But then tast 
year, when Frank needed re- 
placements for his injured 
first team players, I was out 
injured. 

“Tt was just my luck!” 

Colagiurt thought that a 
change of club might bring 
about a change of fortunes and 
he transferred to APIA Leich- 
hardt mid-way through last 
year. 

“] know it may sound 
cliched, but the team spirit at 
the club this year is noticeably 
improved, I think that playing 
at Henson Park last year was a 
big mistake, because most of 
our supporters didn’t like the 
ground, and the players didn’t 
like playing there.” 

Henson Park, a former 
Rugby League and cricket 
ground, was used by APIA 
while repairs were carried out 
on Lambert Park. 


‘“‘Now we're back home, 
there’s a whole new spirit in 
the club, not just the team,” 
he said. 


“When you look at 1984 on 
paper you see that we finished 
fourth, which might seem 
okay. But I don't think we 
were as entertaining as we 
could have been. We want to

Colagiuri is in the final year 
of teachers’ college, and is 
planning on majoring in phy- 
sical education. 

“Soccer allows me to sur- 
vive and also gives me the 
chance to further my studies, 
so I’m grateful to the game for 
that. It gives me a leeway 
others might not enjoy. 

“IT think you’re lucky when 
that can happen and you enjoy 
what you're doing.” 

Colagiuri always has played 
in a Striking role, and has had 
no real desire to play in 
defence. 

“I think that some people's 
temperaments are just better 
suited to defence or attack. 

“¥ don’t mind playing on the 
wing, as long as I’m ie an at- 
tacking role, it suits me.”’ 

He constantly is striving to 
improve his game, especially 
his control and concentration. 

“Being on the wing, you can 
easily hide from the action and 
it can be a great temptation 
just to be a passenger. But I'm 
forcing myself to stay in- 
volved.””
